PRESHIENT WILSON 

RECEIVED ROYALLY 
INTO LONDON TOWN 

PNiMeit aid His Wife Arrived In 
LaMloa This Momhtg^Exteaded 
Hcartf Wdeem Bjr CHIxeas. 

London, Deoember M — Resident 
and Mrs. Wilson are in Buckingham 
Palace this afternoon after a Journey 
from Calais to Liondon, during whfch 
they were accorded all the lionors ever 
given royalty. Never has a royal 
progress, except il\(iue of great nation- 
al ceremonials, excited such Interest 
here as the first state Visit ot an 
American President. 

The drive from' the station to the 
palace was made through streot* lined 
with the guard regiments in khaki, 
flags hnns overhead and covered the 
buildings, while windows, balconief, 
sidewalks and open spaces were fliled 
with people, many of whom wore the 
American colors. It was a brief but 
brilliant spectacle. First came the 
sovereign escort of troops from the 
household cavalry, with helmets and 
steel cuirasses Tlien came the car- 
riages with King Cieorgc and i'resi- 
dent Wilson and Queen .Mary, Mrs 
Wilson and Princess Mary. These 
were followed hy three others which 
passed almost unnoticed, as all eyes 
were upon the President and Mrs. Wil- 
son and the royal family. 

The trip was through a most inter- 
esting section of London. From Char- 
ing Cross the route ran along the 
north side of Trafalgar Square, with 
the Nelson monument towering on the 
left and the national gallery on the 
right. Its grny walls almost covered 
by huge American and ririti?h flags 
It continued along Tali Mall, tnrnln'^ 
northward at St. James I'lace and up 
St. James street to rirradilly-lhe 
chief landmarks along this stat-e ti" 
!ng the solid weather-boin Iniiidin^p 
of the old IX)ndon clubs now decked 
with the bunting which they keep for 
cpecial occasions. The procession 
moved westward along tho north side 
of Plecadily, passing a tract of 
plubs, hotels and palatial residences, 
notably tho home of the Duke ot De- 
vonshire, with the Red Cross flag over 
It, and the residence of the Duke of 
Wellington, at the entrance of Hyde 
Park, where the procession turned.

October 14, 1918. 

Dear Sister: 
Wtll try to write you a few lines 

now. \Vo\il(i iinve written sooner but 
have been awfully Inisy the last two 
weeks. I have not li;ul a letter from 
you or mother for a niontli. l)Ut this 
Is a uretty much out-of-the-way place 
and none of the fellows have received 
much mail. 

Well, how are all the folks ijetliiiK 
along? All well, I hope. 1 am feeliin 
all o. k. with the exception of a Kood 
hath. This is the worst country 1 
have ever seen for water. Can't hard- 
ly get It at all, and it is raining about 
two-thirds of the time. How is every- 
body to Russell; that Is, what Is left? 

What do you think of the war? It 
Is the largest I was ever in (?), be- 
lieve me. But 1 do not think it wiil 
la-Jl iiuicli lonuer. We do not hear 
very much about It, only the peetor In 
which we are sure have them oti ll e 
go. Believe me, If tboy keep on Ki'iii' 
all along the line likr they are uKivin'-' 
here they will all be in ilerlin or somu- 
other seaport long before cliristnr.u^ 
We can not keep up with theni. T waf 
talking to some German prisnuei s y^ 
terday and they did not think that 
will last very much longer. 

Well, OUT outfit went Into action 
about two weeks ago. Heavy Tankers, 
and it was some hot time, too. believe 
me. We went over tlie ton about day- 
lliilit. Wo hadn't got fifty yards fron' 
our kleklng off plaee when they oeeii- 
ed up on up. (!ee w 'liz. t;-lk a'v 
shootinR! The biillcn l iUh^e ' n it': ' 
tank sounded like rain on a lie. roof 
But when we opened un on tliei;i v i ' 
the six-pounder and llie maehiiu . 
they began to scatter in all dl'. : 
and the Yanks infantry eanie over 1 1> 
hind the tank and got what was left 
It has rshbit hunting skinned a block, 
believe me. Wo sure was going some 
t-ntil we ran -Into a mine which put 
our tank out of action. Then Is when 
the fun began. Tou see when a tank 
(jots knocked out the crew has to leav/^ 
her on aooount-ot the artillery Ire. Tf 
n shell hit^ the tank the whole crew 
Is likely to get knocked out. So we 
r-ai"e for a shell hole. That is when 
the snipers get busy. Have you heard 
that song. "Keep Your Head Howe. 
Fritzy Boy"? Well, that is when ve 
have to keep our mugs down, ani It l«

Well. I do not know ho» many Hiins 
I killed, but I did <aplur(' one Vou 
see we had to stay In this shell hole 
until dark before w«) could gel out. 
and. believe me, it sure was dark and 
rainy. We were crawling from one 
shell hole to another, and you know 
It Is somewhat muddy. We sure were 
laying close to the ground for We did 
not mind the mud a bit at that particu- 
lar time, and every time Frits sent up 
a star shell we would flop right into 
the mud There wasn't a one of us 
that thought of looking for a Krassy 
or (Ir'v snf>l. 

Wi'll. as we not pretty nearly out 
of riiiice of sniiiers we ran onto n 
ec.uple of wounded Tommies. Tom- 
mies are British soldiers; they call 
the Yanks Sammies. Well, we sure 
had a time trying to carry those Tom- 
mieSf and couldn't take a couple, of 
steps without falling Into a sheU hole, 
for the ground sure was shot up some. 
Well, as we were within 26 yards of 
our front line trenches, 1 got Into a 
barbed wire cntaglement. and by the 
time I got out most of the rrew had 
L-ot to till' treiiehes. all exeepi I'ud 
Wilson, who was still behind me. I 
eame plowine, u|i tliinuuh Ilie mud, 
and all of .'i sudden I hnmpeil into 
someone. I tlnnii^iht at llie time It was 
one of the erew, until he bepan to mut- 
ter something In German. Gee whiz! 
That was the worst moment I ever put 
In. ^ began to think we were right 
into a German trench, but when I got 
hold of the busltfess end of a 45 auto- 
matic 1 had I felt better. 

About that time Pud Wilson eanie 
up. I rammed that gun riuht into 
him. I eould not reaeh bis head. I'.e 
was so tall. (!ee, but ho was a whop- 
per! I'ud said, "who Is he?" When 
I said "a Hun" ol<l I'ud caught hi;- 
hreafh, and I euess his hnir began to 
raise, as mine was straight up, as far 
as the helmet I wore would permit II 
to. I do not know which was the 
most afraid, us or the German, He 
began to murmur In broken English 
•lomething about his leg being hurt, 
and not to shoot him, so we took him 
in and all the rest of the Vanks want- 
ed to know where we ^ot him. We did 
not tell them he was standing right 
lut on ton of the treneh getting ready 
to give himself up. But anyhow old 
.lerry eanie in pretty handy, as one of 
the erew was wounded and getting 
weak. It turned out that bis leg was 
not Inirt at all. I noHeed him quit 
limping all at onee. so I got him hold 
of lloffer, one of the erew that was 
hit a little bit in the side, and ge", 
you should have seen old .T^Ty pick 
him up and walk off to a drfsilng sta- 
tion. Some Jerry, believe me. 

We would all sit down to smoVe, 
.Terry nnd all. -"I he ■ '• "l pop off 
in German a while and v.-e would Mnrt 
oft In EIngllsh. When wo reachd the 
dresstog station and the ones of the 
hospital, the rest of us tried to 
find our outfit, hut no one seemed to 
know where if was. We came to a 
It -1 T'OFP stat'. n ar.d got some hot 
nonree to drink. All this time old Jer- 



ry was with us. We couldn't gel rid of 
him at all, bo we found an old barn 
and thought we had better sleep the 
rest of the niglit, as it was about three 
o'clock in the momiaK then. 

We built a Are and dried out a lit- 
tle and finally went to sleep, Jerry 
and all. We woke up about eight and 
Jwry was still ilaeptog. That was 
OM Oerman that aara did not need any 
guards. I do not think we could have 
run Wm away. We all turned out to 
find Hometblni; in eat. Wo eanie iin to 
an M. r, Ktatirn and l>ad hreakri'st and 
1 they said they wonlil lake lerry; and 
believe me, be sure did hate to leave 
] us. He said that he bad had mere ci- 
garettes to Biiiolie than be had before. 
I Will write more next time.

WILSON IS CERTAIN 

OF A fiOOD PEACE 



FntUeat Tells Troops on Ckristauis 
That They WIU Get FnNs 
of Tletory. 

American Headanarters In France, 
Deoeatwr 26— A vast sea of ttn bats, 
wave on ware, swept before President 
Wilson today as he reviewed 8000 
American troops at Langras. 

He told the soldiers they would get 
the kind of peace they fought for ; that 
everybody at home was proud of them, 
jiiBt waiting the chance to acclaim 
the n as conquering heroes on their 
return. 

The 8000 who marched for the pres- 
ident across a muddy field were rep- 
reanntatlve of many divisions. 

It was a dramatic moment, one of 
Uie most dramatic in history, when 
the president of the United States on 
thlf Christmas Day stood before the 
Ainsrioan boys who had come so lar 
from home to fight and win and con- 
gratulated them on their victory. 

The president addressed the troops 
cs "My Fellow Countrymen." He said 
America had charted the iilan for 
peace and all the nations concerned 
had accepted that chart, making the 
process of settlement comparatively 
sln^ple. 

"And," he said, "everybody concern- 
ed 'n the settlement knows It must be 
a people's peace and that nothing must 
be done in the settlement of ttaO' Issues 
of the war which is not as handsome 
as the great achievements of the arm- 
I les of the United States and the al- 
lies."

A KfeMtaa snowstorm at times 
blotted Ml tta malestlc fighting snips 
as they MMt alowly up the bay, past 
the IMpe ff Liberty, where Joaephns 
DanlaMt aeentary of the navy, review- 
ed them from the deck of the presi- 
dential yacht Mayfiower. 

Praeeding the fleet came a awarm 
of small rruft and submarine ehasers, 
clearing the way. 

The isl.mds In tlic hahor, the dixkn 
and tops of all tall buildings were 
tiironged with speotators, despite a 
cutting wind. 

It was the greatest naval review 
In American history, and It marked 
the day when the United States for- 
mally aasumed its place aa the second 
naval power of the world. 

The biggest sea-flghtlng force the 
United States ever boasted had ita first 
being today as a single unit— a verit- 
able American armada— as Secretary 
Daniels reviewed the combined Ame.'i- 
can battle fleets. 

The review was the olTleial wel- 
come to the Atlantic fleet, which, fnr 
nearly two years, has kept the I rii mI 
States fine flying in European water.",. 

These hmi;, Rray craft steamed up 
the bay this morning to the music of 
cheers and sirens, and in the Hudf^in 
River Joined the home squadr. n, 
which has remained on this side. 

The homecoming fleet comprised 
Admiral Mayo'a flagship, the Penn- 
sylvania and nine other dreadnought i: 
The Arisona, Oklahoma, Nevada, Flor- 
ida, Utah, New Torkf Texas, Wyoming, 
and Arkansas. 

Blach mammoth fighter flew fr, m 
her masts streamers of ribbon alnrst 
100 feet long. 

All the oflicial welcoming craft were 
anchored around the Mayflower off ''le 
Statute of Liberty. They included 'lie 
Atzec with the assistant seorelar> of 
the navy, the press boat Xarlfa. aivl n 
number of others. 

As each of the bomecpmlng sMps 
drew abreast of the Mayflower the sec- 
retarial aalute of 19 guns roared frcm 
the snouts of Its batteries. 

The toy cannon of the yacht snap- 
ped out an acknowledgement of the 
Pennsylvania's greeting, 17 guns In 
honor of Admiral Mayo. 

The Atlantic Fleet, with sii:Iilseom,rr 
and freight raft keeping a re.siiectful 
distance, steamed majestically into its 
anchorage in the Hudson between .'"ih 
and 120th streets, forming. In reti- 
junctlon with the home fleet, a ilou- 
ble line more than six miles long. 

The dreadnoughts and battleships 
were moored along the New York side 
of the river; the destroyers, auxiliary 
and supply ships swung at anchor off 
the New Jersey shore.

Louisville, Ky., December 26 — The 
Kentucky Divlsiun of the t'nited Siates 
Food Adnilnislration at this ClirlHl- 
nuiB Beasnii wishes to acknowledge the 
splendid spirit of helpfulness and co- 
operation displayed hy the people o\ 
Kentucky In responding as fully and 
BO generously to the suggestions that 
have been made to them during the 
past year and a half. 

Iho proUem of teodtng the soldiers 
and the AlUss daring the period of the 
war was the problem of all our people 
and on them rested the responsibility 
of providing that great sernoe of the 
war. 

Every effort made by the Pood Ad- 
ministration tending to roUint, up the 
Hurplus of t,'rainR and food so badly 
neidcd and wliieli could come from no 
other source, met tlie ready ri-siionsi' 
of Kentucklans in every section of 
the State. 

The support given to the patriotic 
men who served as County Food Ad- 
mlnistratora and gave their time and 
strength that America might be vic- 
torious, is a renewed evidence of the 
power of a great Democracy. 

At this moment when peace again 
reigns on earth and the spirit of good 
will to men prevades the atmosphere, 
the Food Administration Is as rapidly 
as possible discontinuing each of the 
rCKulatlons that had to govern o\ir 
food resources during the period of 
strife, and Is returning business to Its 
normal competitive clianiu'ls . 

In so doing, however. It seems proii- 
or to call to the attention of our peo- 
ple the obllgallons which the great 
victory leaves with us. 

The changed conditions open to our 
view many lands and peoples who for 
more than four years have been 
crushed and tyrannised by the Ger- 
man nation. Their aupplles have neen 
stolen and their lands laid waste. In 
these ravished lands faniine conditions 
prevail anil millions of people face 
starvation. Il' they wit.' in our midst 
with their pallietic persdnal appeal 
there would he no need rn stmge^t to 
anyone in Kentucky the call of human- 
ity to eliminate our waste that thoy 
might he fed. 

Our Chief, Mr. Hoover, who has so 
un<selflshly and ably led the army of 
saving in America Is now In Europe 
arranging for the tranaport, financing 
and distribution of the relief needed, 
and at this Christmaa time he sends 
us word that it is essential that our 
people carry on voluntarily the food 
saving and economy of use of espen- 
tlal food to provide the surplus that 
will show that the United States pro- 
poses to carry its share of this iin 
pending famine In other counlries. 

He will not call for more economy 
than Is necessary but he asks It now 
on a voluntary basis and saya to us 
that the need is greater even than was 
thought Let us try to see a personal 
appeal from these stricken nations 
through his eyes and gladly Join him 
In the great effort he Is making. By 
active work In our homes many many 
Uvea may be saved that without an 
earnest effort in America must be lost 
before the time when a new planting 
and a new harvest liriims to them the 
realization of life, 'laiipiness ami se- 
curity.
